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Charaéter, we hall find the Chrittian no lefs con{pi« 
cuous than the Princefs. She isas eminent for a fin- 
cere Piety inthe Praétice of Religion, as for an inviol- 
able Adherence to its Principles. She is conftant in 
her Attendance on the daily Offices of our Charch, 
and by her ferious and devout Comportment on thefe 
folemn Occafions, gives an Example that is very 
often too much wanted in Courts. ! 

* Her Religion is equally free from the Weaknefs 
of Superttition and the Sournefs of Enthufiafm. It is 
not of that uncomfortable, melancholy Nature which 
difappoints its own End, by appearing unamiable to 
thote whom it would gain to its Interefts. It difce- 
vers itfelf in the genuine Effeéts of Chrittianity, in 
Affability, Compaffion, Benevolence, Evennefs of 
Mind, and all the Offices of an active and univerfal 
Charity. 

‘ Asa cheerful Temper is the neceflary Refult of 
thefe Virtues, fo it fhines out in all the Parts of her 
Converfation, and diffipates thofe Apprehenfions 
which naturally hang on the Timorous or the Mo- 
deft, when they are admitted to the Honour of her 
Prefence. There is none that does not liften, with 
Pleafure, to a Perfon in 0 high a Station, who con 
defcends to make herfelf thus agreeable, by Mirth 
without Levity, and Wit without ill Nature. 

‘ Her Royal Highnefs is indeed poffeffed of all 
thofe Talents which make Converfation either delight» 
fulorimproving. As fhe has a fine Tafte of the 
elegant Arts, and is skilled in feveral modern 
Languages, her Difcourfe is not confined to the ordi« 
nary Subjeétsand Forms of Converfation, but can 
adapt itfelf, with an uncommon Grace, to every Oc- 
cafion, and entertain the politeft Perfons of different 
Nations. I need not mention, what is obferved by 
every one, that agreeable Turn which appears in her 
Sentiments, upon the moft ordinary Athir of Life, 
and which is fo fuitable to the Delicacy of her Sex, 
the Politenefs of her Eduration, and the Splendor of 
her Quatity. 

* It would be vain to think of drawing into the 
Compafs of this Paper, the many eminent Virtues

The Fatt being fully proved, the Plaintiff 
obtained a Verdict for 1ool. the Penalty fixed by the 
faid Act for the faid Offence. From this Cafe ‘tis hoped, 
that all Perfons who fhall forthe future deal with Wood- 
mongers for Coals, will take care they have their full 
Meature from them. 

Yefterday one Watkins was committed to the Gate- 
houfe Weitminfter, by Juftice Scott, for robbing Mr. 
Robinfon on the Highway, of a Silver Watch and 
fome Silver. 

The fame Morning Thomas Marl and Richard 
Marfhal, who barbaroufly murdered and robbed Mr.

Newgate, and this Day will be removed by a Habeas 
Corpus to Aylesbury in the County of Bucks, to be 
tried for the fame at the Affizes, which begin on Wed-
